The introduction of these two pro- 


-positions is significant. It means 
that the "wets" have not.given up 
hope and are lining up back of the 
bill by. Congressman John Klcczka 
for a modification of the Volstead 
act. The Pierson. resolution de- 
clares that-the present "Volstead act 
"has . created great 
dissatisfaction 


among what appears to be the ma-

meaning people and has been made 
the 'cause of the manufacture and 
consumption of a great deal of un- 
healthy and unwholesome liquor il- 
legally." 
Both the bill, and the resolution 


will probably be sent either to. the 
state affairs committee or the com- 
mittee on excise and fees on Thurs- 
day for the purpose of a hearing. 
The dry bill holds that: 
"Each district attorney shall be ex 


officio prohibition commissioner 
of 


his country," says the bill "and as 
such shall have the cooperation of

be within his power." 


The new bill incorporates most of 


the features of the Mulberger act 
approved by the people, except that 
the definition of intoxicating liquor 
is changed to be over one half per 
cent of alcohol, the same as in the 
federal act. Many of the old prohi- 
bition laws of the state have been 
partially drafted into the measure 
and the general provisions of the 
Volstead act 
have been taken,

The law retains the office of pro- 


hibition commissioner to be appoint- 
ed by the governor,' by and with the 
advise and consent of the. senate. In- 
stead of leaving the entire enforce- 
ment of the law to the state depart- 
ment in cooperation with the federal 
authorities, the new measure pro- 
poses to place a heavy responsibility 
on the district attorneys of the 
state.

Here's Outline of Features of Prohibition Introduced in 


House Today;. Gives Local Officers Broad 


Power of Enforcement 


1—Intoxicating liquor 
would be 


construed to be all drinks of what- 
ever description 
containing „' more 


than one-half of one per cent of al- 
cohol by volume.. 
2—District attorneys are to be ex- 


officio deputy prohibition 
commis- 


sioners of their counties and have 
the cooperation of all officers of the 
peace. 


3.—Every state, county, or city 


peace officer who would know of any 
offense committed against the act or 
be informed of any and then neglect 
or refuse to make complaint would

to sell liquor, except for medicinal 
purposes on a physician's prescrip- 
tion and on permit. A careful and 
detailed record of each sale would 
have to be made and reported by the 
druggist. 


7.—-If the amendments are adopt- 


ed the sale of non-intoxicating bev- 
erages would be by license, the min- 
imum fee of which would be set at 
$50, 
and a maximum of $100, 10 per 


cent of which goes to the state to be 
applied to prohibition enforcement.. 


8.—Not more than a pint of li- 


quor every 10 days would be issued 
to any one person, and then only on 
doctor's prescription. Record must 
be kept under the proposed amend- 
ments for each ^ale.

consin would be required to keep a 
record of the shipment, and send it 
each month to the county clerk of 
the county in which it w»s delivered.

INITIATIVE BILL 


IS INTRODUCED 


Senator Huber Proposes 


Amendment to 


Constitution 


By FRED L. HOLMES 


Declaring that the initiative and 


referendum are necessary to keep 
government continually in the hands 
of the people, Sen, Henry Huher in 
troduced a resolution for a cpnstitu 
tional amendment for initiative ant 
referendum in the upper house on 
Wednesday. The amendments ar< 
similar to those which' were pre 
sented at the 1913 session with th< 
exception that many of the objec 
tions which were then made agajns 
the resolutions have been eliminat- 
ed. The initiative provides a proc 
ess whereby the people can enact 
their own legislation. 
Before th« 


initiative can b« used, however, un 
dor the Huber resolution, 8 per cewl 
of the people by petition must ask 
the legislature to pass the certain 
laws. If the legislature declines i 
is then referred to the people for a 
vote. 


The outstanding feature 
of the 


Huber resolution is that the bill -of 
rights is exempted from the provis 
ions of the initiative and referen 
dum. This is similar to the initia 
tive in Massachusetts: The people 
have the power to add to the,bill o: 
rights but under the initiative and 
referendum as proposed by Mr. Hu 
her, have no power to take from i 
those rights. 
Independent 
of the 


initiative and referendum the legis 
Inture now has power and will stil 
have the power to amend the bill o 
rights by constitutional amendment 


The recall proposed is that it shal 


apply to'constitutional offices only 
and that an official elected shall be 
given an opportunity to demonstrate 
his fitness in office before he can be 
recalled. 


"By the initiative and referendum 


it must not be understood that we 
shall do away with our representa 
tive form of government," said Sen 
ator Hu'ber; "it will only act a.1; a 
safety vnlve and bring back our law 
making body to its true foundation 
principles, 
that 
reoresentative 


should truly represent the masses of 
people." . 


"The 
court in the state of Oregon 


in passing upon the initiative an< 
referendum has this to say. 'It is 
difficult to conceive of a system o: 
law-making coming nearer to 
the 


great body of people of the entire 
state or by those composing the var- 
ious municipalities." 


"This is no new proposition. A 


constitutional provision 
embodying 


this idea is enforced in 22 states- 
Massachusetts temp the last state 
to adopt the initiative and referen- 
dum, 


"This is significant. In no state 


that has adopted the initiative and 
referendum has the law been re- 
pealed to go back to the old system."

ervation at Gun Club 


Meet 


"I believe in preserving fish and 


game for the boy in jeans and for 
the men of all walks in life," said 
Gov. 
John J. Blainc in an address 


to the Pour Lakes Rod and Gun 
club which he joined at a banquet 
Tuesday, night in the Presbyterian 
church. 


The governor stressed the neces 


sity for stopping the polution of the 
lakes and .rivers of the state, saying 
that not only the polution but also 
the chemicals which were put in to 
offset it were destructive to the-fish. 


He further stated that any '-bill 


looking to the preservation of game 
and fish will be looked upon favor- 
ably by him in his capacity of gov. 
ernor. 


According to Mr. Barber, chair- 


man of the conservation commission, 
there were 169,000 hunters licensed 
in Wisconsin this last season. Mr. 
Barber favors a bill 'requiring every 
hunter to report his entire kill dur- 
ing the season. In this way it will 
be possible to determine .the exact 
game status in the state. 


Minnesota- followed this plan last 


year, and discovered that the 130,-

preventing vitamine. All are equal- 
ly important 
- in 
maintadning 
the 


health of man and animals, as 'is 
shown by the fact that when an ani- 
mal is deprived--of any one, it de- 
velopes malnutrition and other dis- 
eases." 
"The.fact that raw milk contains 


an adequate supply of all three of 
those essential vitamines, makes it 
a particularly valuable food," said 
Prof. Hadley, "and this is one rea- 
son why milk stoould be advocated 
as a 'perfect food.'" 


The principal address of the even- 


ing was given by Dr. David S. White 
of Columbus, O., who declared that 
he does not believe "any of us will 
see the time when, as predicted by 
some, the horse will become as 
great a curiosity as the giraffe or 
other rare circus animals." 


He predicted an excellent future 


for the horse of proper type of the

or fixtures in the place in which a 
violation of the law occurred. 


12.—In issuing search 
warrants 


no complaint or warrant would be 
lield void by reason of .insufficient 
description of the place or property, 
providing the'officer has been able 
to identify th« property and make 
the search. 


13.—Any citizen of the state or 


any organization would be entitled 
to employ an attorney to assist the 
district attorney to perform his du- 
ties under the act, and would be rec- 
ognized as an associate counsel. No 
prosecution could be dismissed over 
the .objection of the associate coun- 
sel until the reason for dismissal 
shall have been filed in writing and 
considered by the court. 


14.—The one, selling 
the liquor 


would be liable for injury caused by 
any intoxicated person and b« sub- 
ject to suit 'for recovery of actual 
and exemplary damages.

As a result of twenty years of education, by an act of con 


Kress In 1914, it was specifically declared "that the labor of a 
human being is not a commodity or article of commerce" an< 
that both FARM and LABOR organizations, organized for mu 
lual help, and. not having capital stock or conducted for profit 
fthould not be construed by the courts to be illegal combinations 
or conspiracies in restraint of trade under the anti-trust laws. 


The Clayton act also said that no injunction should be 


.granted T>y the courts in labor or farmer cases unless necessary 
to prevent irreparable injury to property, "FOR WHICH IN- 
JURY THERE IS NO ADEQUATE REMEDY AT LAW." 


It further said that certain acts which had been held by the 


courts unlawful were not hereafter to be considered such an<3 
specifically mentioned "CEASING TO PATRONIZE OR TO EM 
PLOY ANY PARTY TO SUCH DISPUTE, OR FROM RECOM- 
MENDING, ADVISING OR PERSUADING OTHERS BY 
PEACEFUL AND LAWFUL MEANS SO TO DO." 


Six members of the supreme court have now rendered a de- 


cision which in our opinion nullifies this law, and makes it a 
scrap of paper. 


The Capital Times repeatedly said that the Esch-Cumfoins 


bilJ'partly repealed the Clayton act, and was the thin end of a 
wedge probably intended to split it to pieces. 


When congress passed the Clayton act and the president 


.signed it, it was thought that a repetition of the Danbury hat- 
ters' case had been rendered impossible. The democratic con- 
vention in 1916 pointed to the act as American labor's bill of 
right,-?. Two lower courts by their decision in the Duplex Press 
Co. case sustained this bill of rights. 


No one -who heard Senator Lenroot so valiantly defending 


the Esch-Cummins bill, notwithstanding labor's contention that 
It partly repealed the Cbyton act, will wonder that he discusses

N AN analysis issued by Carl D. Thompson, secretary of the 


Public Ownership League of America, of the recent report 


of the National Association of Railway and Utilities Commis- 
sioners the latter's conslusions that popular possession of utili- 
ties was non-economic and Bolshevistic were denounced as "fal- 
lacious, spurious and unwarranted." 
Some of the methods of 


the public utility commissioners were deemed fraudulent. 


The League's report bristled with accusations. It contended 


that the commissioners individually and as an association had dis- 
torted the truth and demanded their removal from public office. 
The attitude of the League assumed national importance, it was 
said, because such notables as Jane Addaros of Hull House, Chi- 
caga, Frank P. Walsh, Charles Zueblin, Warren S. Stone, grand 
chief Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, David J. Lewis, 
member tariff commission, Washington, D. C., Lynn J. Frazier, 
governor of North Dakota, Amos Pinchot, Carl S. Vrooman, for- 
merly assistant secretary of agriculture, Glenn E. Plumb, Delos 
P. Wilcox, Eugene N. Foss, formerly governor of Massachusetts, 
Edward F. Dunne, formerly governor of Illinois, George Francis 
Peabody, banker of New York City, and Louis F. Post of the 
United States department of labor are officers. 


In contravention to the report of the utility commissioners 


the Public Ownership League asserted that more than 3,500 
cities, including the largest in the United States owned and oper- 
ated water works and that their rates had been reduced, to an 
average, 43 per cent less than those of private concerns. "Chi- 
cago made $3,000,000 on its plant in 1919 at rates considerably 
lower than those of private companies elsewhere," Thompson 
declared. 


The League cited public ownership of the army, navy, Pan- 


ama Canal, highways and schools by or in the United States and 
of street railways, steam railway and .water lines, -light, water 
and gas works, docks, markets, warehouses, telephone and tele- 
graph plants, abattoirs and other utilities throughout the world. 
"New Orleans and Seattle own great termini," the report con- 
tinued. "The city of Chicago owns a $4,000,000 electric lig'ht 
and power plant and a $70,000,000 water system. Fifty-four 
nations or more own and operate a great part of their railway 
systems; nearly all own telegraph and telephone plants. In 
Europe thousands of cities own and operate successfully, street 
railways; many own nearly all other utilities." 


Iowa and Minnesota have defeated commission laws; Wis- 


consin is battling its utility commission and daring a recent 
convention in Illinois, representatives of more than 100 munici- 
palities demanded the repeal of the law which created and em- 
powered the public utilities commission. Mayors of more than 
125 towns in Missouri have organized a movement for the aboli- 
tion of the utilities commission of that state. 


"If educating our children in the public schools and mailing 


our letters through the postoffice, jf buying electricity from a 
city plant for three cents a kilowatt instead of paying nine cents 
to a private corporation, if riding on a city-owned car line at five 
Cttita instead of eight or 10 cents, if these things be Bolshev- 
Iwn—well, let's make the mosj of them"—thus ended the state- 
ment of the Public Ownership League of America.

done at the Nine Spring fish hatch- 
ery this summer in the way of im- 
provements in and around the ponds. 
Mr. Fisher, the new superintendent; 
is giving his whole time and atten- 
tion to the care and supervision of 
the work under h'im. For the past 
few years the place has not had the 
care and attention it should have 
had. 
At one time this hatchery -was 


one of the largest brook trout sta 
tions in this cotmtry,\land it can bt 
brought back." 


Mr. James Nevin, have you for 


gotten, the condition in . which 
found the Madison fish hatchery 
when I took charge of it in the 
spring of 191L? 
There were yio 


brook trout there of speak of, sevfen 
hundred to" take eggs from; I was 
unable to take but three or four 
hundred thousand brook trout eggs 
tha(; first year. However, wlien ; 
was at the hatchery 
only, three 


years I had it built up to where ] 
was able to take two million brook 
trout eggs! It was much the same 
with the railbow trout. Only two 
million eggs 
were being takwi, 


whereas in five years I was taking 
from four to five million. Have you 
forgotten that while I was at the 
Madison hatchery we were trading 
two or more million rainbow trout 
eggs sending them to tn« Bayfield 
hatchery? At the same time I was 
taking as many 'if not more jgs 
than any otner hatchery in the state. 


When I took charge of the-hatch- 


ery in the spring 'of 1911 I had next 
to nothing to start -with. Ponds, 
buildings and grounds were in a run- 
down condition. I started to work 
and put in all concrete ponds, three 
thousand two hundred feet of eria- 
crete walls, averaging four, feet in 
height, about twelve hundred feet 
of cement sidewalk, and around six 
thousand square feet of 
concrete 


floor. I fixed the buHdings.and built 
lawns and roads. In short, 1 made 
the jilace a. fit one t^be »een, sav-', 


ing the state at the time time thou- 
sands of dollars. 


When I left the hatchery in 1919 


.1 left a good stock of fish frotn 
-which to take eggs. But, because 
you .would not allow Mr. Fish'er to 
take the eggs until Nov. 2nd insteac 
of Oct. 20th, .he .did not get many 
eggs. This was not because I did 
not leave the fisn there, but because 
you waited too Kng to take the 
eggs. 
The only time • that I failed 


to take my amount of eggs was the 
year I fed horse meat. 


I will admit that I had better suc- 


cess the first years at the hatchery, 
than I had the last years because I 
had my way. 
When we lost the 


commission I had to do as you dic- 
tated. I am forced *o say that in the 
building of hatcheries^and .hatching 
fish, you did not use the best of 
judgment. 


In the year of 1906 you . sent 


Henry Sykes to De.lafield to build 
bass ponds. He built two 
small 


ponds in which there were about 
three thousand feet of dirt, layed 
about five hundred feet of wooden 
pipe, and built five small concrete 
bulk heads, and one large 
one.
